Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-11, 34-37, 44-47, 50-89 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 34, 60, 65, 74, 80 are allowed. The prior art of record considered alone or in 
combination neither anticipates nor renders obvious a method for responding to a broadcast 
segment comprising receiving a broadcast using a communication device, a unique event 
identifier corresponding to a specific instance of the broadcast segment wherein the unique event 
identifier comprises a code that distinguishes at a broadcast identifier a product item or service 
identifier, storing, using the device , the unique event identifier and the at least one user option 
associated with the broadcast segment in the memory of the communication device for a period 
of time after the broadcast of the broadcast segment the communication device configured to 
allow a user to select the at least on user option after the broadcast of the broadcast segment. 

However, Witteman et al. does disclose the use of storing, using the device , the unique 
event identifier and the at least one user option associated with the broadcast segment in the 
memory of the communication device for a period of time after the broadcast of the broadcast
